Strangers visiting here 
told Our Man About Town iu cas¬ 
ual conversation that we bad the 
moat polite little children of any 
point in the mountains, and occa- 
aioually would say, “Why is it 
that your people are more refined 
iu manners than any people w* 
meet iu the mountains? They are 
are generally of the same blood 
lines, are they not?” “Why yea," 
we had to answer, “but we have 
had educational facilities far above 
any town in the mountains, and 
at practically no expense to our 
people." Now, looking at the sit¬ 
uation from our standpoint, aud 
all must agree we are right, why 
should not the citizens of Hazel 
Green and vicinity buy the C. W. 
B. M. a farm for industrial pur¬ 
poses? book st the money they 
spend with us every year, aud ask 
yourself, “Is it justice to those 
ladies who spend so much uud we 
return nothing?” They take our 
indigent children and educate them 
and do it so freely that the parents 
of these children can not feel hurt. 
Now, here is au idea suggested: 
They have speut a whole lot of 
money for our children aud we 
ahould give them in return at 
least 25 per cent. To do less would 
look like base ingratitude. They 
have expended close to #5o,0UU 
with ns. and would it not lie right 
to buy them a farm at #5jLM0? It 
would add to our population aud 
enhance our prosperity. Think 
how little we would be doing for 
them after all they nave done for 
ns. Yon boast of Christian char¬ 
ity and here is the best place in 
the world to demonstrate its truth¬ 
fulness. They do for us; whv uot 
for them? We muefc-th^gomelbiug 
or we are base imgratee intbe eyes 
of the world, /and that being so, 
wbat shall we be denominated in 
the eyes of the Deity? Uod loves 
a cheerful giver, but in this case 
we can only give a tithe of what 
we have and are receiving. We 
puutt do something. 


Examiners For Kentucky Banks. 

Fiankfort, Ky.—With the in¬ 
dorsement of the Kentucky Bank¬ 
ers’ Association a bill prepared by 
Secretary of State Ben L. Bruner 
will be introduced at the next ses¬ 
sion of the legislature providing 
for the appointment of the Ken¬ 
tucky Hoard of Bank Klammers, 
which will consist of four mem¬ 
bers. 

The members will be appointed 
by the secretary of stale for a 
term of four years and shall be 
appointed first iu April of next 
year if the bill becomes a law. 
The board will tie nonpartisan ss 
two memliers will be selected from 
the political parties catting the 
largest vole and the next largest 
vote at the preceding election. It 
is provided iu the measure that 
the terms of office of two members 
shall expire the first Monday in 
January, 1912, and that the ap¬ 
pointments aud vacancies shall lie 
filled by the secretary of state. 

Under the terms of the bill each 
state bauk, building and loan as¬ 
sociation, savings bank, invest¬ 
ment company, safe deposit, trust 
company, savings aud lean socie¬ 
ties or associations, combined 
banks and trust companies and 
every other character of state bank 
doing business now in the state, 
or that will be organized hereafter, 
shall be examined twice a year, 
aud the examiners shall have the 
power to make a thorough exami¬ 
nation of the cash, bills, collater¬ 
als, security of every kind owned 
by the bank. 

The bill also provides that uo 
ollicer or stockholder of any bauk- 
iug institution shall examine auy 
bank in which he is interested as 
a stockholder, ollicer or director, 
and that no uotice shall be given 
any institution to be examined 
lie fore the examination takes place. 
The examiners shall be required 
to g've a boud of #1,000 for the 
faithful performance of their du¬ 
ty. The salary shall be 98,000 
and all the necessary traveling ex¬ 
penses aud other expenses inci¬ 
dent to the work ; and the secre¬ 
tary of state shall be paid #1,000 
annually for the services rendered 
by him as au ex-officio member of 
the hoard. 

For the purpose of reimbursing 
the state for the mouey expended 
under this measure the law pro¬ 
vides that the secretary of state 
shall assess all institutions gov¬ 
erned by this act as follows: From 
institutions having a capital stock 
of #15,000 aud less than #25,000, 
#20; those having a capital stock 
of #25,01)0 aud less thau #50.000, 
#25: those having a capital stock 
of #50,000 and less than #100,000, 
#80; those having a capital stock 
of #100,000 aud less than #200.000, 
#85; those haviug a capital stink 
of #200,000 aud leas thau #800,000, 
#40, and so on, #5 being added for 
each #100,000 of the capital stock.

No Evidence to Hold Hint. 

After being held in custody for 
three weeks uuder the charge of 
lieiug Alex McFarland, who mur¬ 
dered Thomas II. ration, iu Ma- 
gidliu county, twenty-four years 
ago, a man who claims he is I’res 
Cotter, of West Virginia, has been 
released from jail at Salyersville. 

Cotter left at once for bis for¬ 
mer home iu the mining regions 
of West Virginia. With him, but 
without his knowledge, weut s de¬ 
tective, who has orders from Keese 
l'attou, son of the man who was 
killed, to never leave Cotter until 
Pattou gives the word. 

Scores of people who knew Mc¬ 
Farland when he killed Pattou 
had seen Cotter iu the jail, aud 
most of them sw ear he is McFar¬ 
land. Others came from Colter’s 
home iu West Virginia, aud they 
ail swore they knew the man was 
Cotter, aud that he could uot be 
McFarland. The officers held the 
man as long as they dared aud 
then released him, as no stronger 
evidence had been secured. 

In lHNo McFarland and Pattou 
were close friends and lived neigh¬ 
bors iu Magofliu couuly. One day 
Pattou met McFarland driving 
with a woman in a wagou. Mc¬ 
Farland was joked by Pattou for 
riding with a woman other thau 
his wife, aud as he turued away 
McFarland shot him dead. 

McFarland fled, leaving his wife 
aud children. From that day to 
this his family bad not seen him 
Keese Patton, sou of the murdered 
mau, vowed over his father’s dead 
body be would bring McFarland 
to justice. Through all these 
years the chase had been kept up. 
Three weeks ago Pattou found a 
mau iu a West Yirgiuia mining 
camp that answered McFarland's 
description in every way, allowing 
for his greater age. Patton caused 
the man’s arrest. The latter de¬ 
nied he was McFarland, hut he 
was taken to jail. As bis identity 
could not be proyep bp was re- 
Jeased m Hated. 


Thanksgiving Proclamation. 

Washington. Nov. 15.—Thurs¬ 
day. November 25, was officially 
proclaimed proclaimed by Preai- 
ddnt Taft hb Thanksgiving dav. 
The President’s proclamation was 
issued, as usual, from the state 
department, where it received the 
oScial seal of the United States. 
The following is the text of the 
proclamation: 

“By the President of the United 
i States of America—A Proclama¬ 
tion: A reason of the year has 
returned, when in accordance with ‘ 
the reverend custom established 
)*V our forefathers, the people of 
the United States are wont toj 
meet in their usual places of wor¬ 
ship <>n a day of thanksgiving ap¬ 
pointed by the civil magistrate to 
.return to God for the great mer¬ 
cies and benefits and mercies which 
they have enjoyed. 

“During the past year we have 
be«u highly blessed. No great 
calamities or flood or tempest or 
epidemic have befallen us. We 
have lived in quietness, undisturb¬ 
ed by wars or rumors of wars. 
Peace and the plenty of bounteous 
crops and of great industrial pro¬ 
ductions animate a cheerful and 
I resolute people to all the renewed 
energies of beneffeient industry 
and material and mortal progress. 
It is altogether titling that we 
should humbly and gratefully ac¬ 
knowledge the divine scurcea of 
these blessings. 

“Therefore, I hereby appoint 
Thursday, the tweuty-ffftb day of 
November, as a day of general 
thanksgiving, and I call upon the 
peopl- on that day. laying aside 
their usual vocations, to repair to 
their churches and unite in ap¬ 
propriate services of praise and 
thanks to Almighty God.

vapor were rusliiint over the puck, 
and the wind came with a rapidly In¬ 
creasing force. 

But the dome was erected before w*

It was a narrow belt of 
water aky and Indicated open water or 
very thin ice at no great distance 

The upper surface of Grant Land 
was a mere line, hut a play of land 
clouds over It Used the eyes on the 
last known rocks of solid enrtto. In 
this march we felt keenly the piercing 
cold of the polar sea. The temperature 
gradually rose to 4« below In the after¬ 
noon. hut the chill of the shadows In¬ 
creased with the swing of the sun's 
glitter. 

A Life Sapping Wind. 

It atm blew that light, life sapping 
draft which sealed the eyes and bleach¬ 
ed the none. We bad hoped that this 
would soften with the midday sun. 
but Instead It came with a sharper 
edge Our coarse was slightly west 
of north: the wind was slightly north 
of west. It struck us at a painful an- 
gle and brought tears. The moistened 
lushes quickly froze together In wink¬ 
ing. and we were forced to halt fre¬ 
quently to anneal th* eyes with the 
warmth of the uncovered hand. In 
rba meantime we fonnd the nose tip- 
ped with a white skin, and If also re¬ 
quired nursing. The entire face wan 
surrounded with Ice. 

This experience brought warm lan¬ 
guage. but there waa no redreas. If 
we aimed to succeed the fare must 
be bared to the cut of the elements 

At about 0 o'clock, as the sun crossed 
the west, we bad reached a line of 
high pressure ridges. Beyond the Ice 
wss cut Into smaller fioes and thrown 
together Into ugly Irregularities. An 
active pack and troubled sens could 
not be far away, according to our sur¬ 
mises. The water aky widened, but 
became lew sharply defined. 

We managed to pick a way nmong 
hammocks and pressure lines which 
seemed Impossible from a distance.

K OOLOOTINGW.\n and Inugito 
hart been our tMilfellows for tin* 
entire nortliivnrrt run. anrt they 
had gone through many danger- 
ous and bard experiences together. We 
therefore felt more keenly their <le 
parture than the going of the first tlx 
We were al first lonely, but the exl 
gene lea of our problem were soon sulll- 
clently engaging lo occupy every call 
anrt strain every filler. 

Now our party was reduced to three, 
and. though the Isolation was more op 
pressure, there were the uaunl advan¬ 
tages for greater comfort and p r o gr e s s 
of a zmall family of workers. The in 
creased number of a big expedition al¬ 
ways enlarge* the re*|»on«lbllIty anrt 
difllcnltle*. In the early part of a polar 
ventnre this disadvantage la eliminat¬ 
ed by the aurvlval of the Otteat. but 
after the last supporting sleds return 
the men are married to each other and 
can no longer separate. A disabled or 
unfitted dog can be fed to hia compan¬ 
ions. but an Injured or weak man can¬ 
not be pat aside.

bowlder of pemmlean we crept our of 
the bugs. The shivering legs were 
pushed through bearskin cylinders, 
which nerved as troumra; the feet were 
worked Into frozen I mots. and (ben we 
climbed into fur coals, kicked the front 
out of the snow house and danced 
about to start the fire* ..f the heart.

lure U6 degrees 14 minute. A study 
of the Ice seemed to indicate that vre 
bad pawed beyond the xone of Ice 
crushed by the influence of land pres¬ 
sure. Behind were great hummocks 
and small Ice; ahead waa a cheerful 
expanse of larger floes. Using the ac¬ 
cumulated vigor of man and beast, we 
bad advanced a degree of latitude In 
three days. Our destination waa about 
460 miles beyond. 

Bat our life bod assumed qolte an¬ 
other aspect. Previously we permit¬ 
ted ourselves some luxuries. A pound 
of cool oil nnd a good deal of musk ox 
tallow were burned each day to beat 
the Igloo and to cook abundant food. 
Extra meals were served when an oc¬ 
casion called for It. and each mao ate 
and drank all be desired. If the stock¬ 
ings or the mittens were wet there 
was fire enough to dry them out. But 
all of this must now be changed. 

There was a abort dally allowance 
of food and fuel—one pound of pemml- 
can per day for the dogs. about the 
Mine for the men. with Just a taste of 
other things. Fortunately, we were 
well stuffed for the race with fresh 
meat In the lucky run through game 
lands.
